SORTING  COINS  AT  BANKS 

by  Gail  L.  McKee 

Can  you  remember  going  into  the  bank  to  get  a  roll  or  two  of  coins  to 
sort  through?  We  used  to  do  just  that!  We’d  get  a  roll  of  pennies,  sort 
through  them,  and  save  out  the  ones  we  wanted  to  keep.  Back  to  the 
bank  we  would  go  and  finding  a  different  teller,  we  would  cash  in  our 
unwanted  rolls  for  more  coins,  whether  it  be  pennies  or  nickels  and  would 
sort  through  those  rolls.  We  would  do  this  repeatedly  until  we  were  no 
longer  finding  coins  we  considered  worth  saving;  or  until  we  began  to  feel 
unwelcome. 

We  didn’t  want  the  bankers  to  get  too  upset,  so  after  several  trips  we 
would  go  to  the  other  local  banks,  and  go  through  the  same  routine. 
Gradually  we  branched  out  to  nearby  towns  and  communities  to  sort 
through  coins  at  their  banks. 

It  was  on  these  trips  while  sorting  coins  for  my  husband,  Clarence, 
that  I  got  started  collecting  coins.  The  thrill  of  finding  a  coin  he  needed 
was  fun,  but  then  I  decided,  if  I’m  going  to  do  this,  why  can’t  I  benefit  from 
it  too.  I  talked  it  over  with  Clarence,  and  he  agreed  that  I  could  get  a 
penny  folder  and  fill  it  too,  if  I  wanted  to.  This  plan,  though  it  was  great  for 
me,  was  no  longer  so  great  for  Clarence,  as  I  was  filling  my  book  first  and 
taking  coins  he  needed.  Finally,  he  said  “Enough  is  enough".  He  gave  me 
a  Canadian  Proof  like  set  and  a  Canadian  penny  folder  and  said,  “From 
now  on  you  collect  Canadian  Coins.” 

Collectors  today  can  still  have  fun  sorting  coins.  No,  we  won’t  likeiy 
find  a  1 909S  VDB  or  an  Indian  Cent,  but  some  of  those  harder  to  get  col¬ 
lector  coins  can  still  be  found.  Who  is  to  say  that  our  coins  of  today  will 
not  be  tomorrow’s  collectors  hard  to  get  coins.  In  1955,  we  lived  in 
Colorado  and  not  so  terribly  far  from  the  mint.  Little  did  we  realize  that 
some  of  the  1955  coins  would  be  worth  saving.  In  1960,  there  was  the 
large  and  small  date  coins;  and  only  last  year  people  were  finding  double 
die  coins. 

Young  collectors  today  will  still  develop  the  fascination  of  coin  collecting 
by  filling  a  penny  book  of  coins  by  sorting  rolls  of  coins.  It  is  the  fun  of  the 
search  that  lures  us  all.

2.  Applicants  must  be  an  INA  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  applying  for  the  scholarship. 

3.  All  officers,  board  members,  editor  and  legal  counsel  of  the  INA  are 
ineligible. 

4.  Previous  INA  young  numismatist  and  adult  scholarship  awardees  are 
ineligible. 

5.  Applicants  must  submit,  in  writing,  a  request  for  consideration.  The  writ¬ 
ten  application  must  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

-  Service  to  the  INA. 

-  Service  to  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  INA  conventions. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  other  numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Articles  written  and  submitted  to  the  Collector,  the  official 
publication  of  the  INA. 

-  Articles  written  for  other  numismatic  publications. 

-  Talks,  lectures,  educational  programs  given  at  club  meetings, 
numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Offices  held  in  local  coin  clubs  and  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Awards  received  for  any  of  the  above. 

-  Participation  in  National  Coin  Week  projects. 

-  General  character  and  reputation. 

6.  Application  must  be  submitted  to  INA  scholarship  board  by  the  estab¬ 
lished  time  frame  as  listed  in  the  Collector. 

7.  Selection  of  the  scholarship  awards  will  be  announced  by  U.S.  mail. 

8.  Scholarship  includes  $50.00  from  the  INA  and  a  matching  $150.00  from 
the  ANA,  to  be  used  toward  tuition,  room  and  board.  Reimbursement  for 
the  room  is  limited  to  the  double  occupancy  rate.  If  the  awardee  drives  to 
the  seminar,  INA  will  reimburse  the  lesser  of  mileage  or  airfare.  All  other 
incidental  expenses  are  not  covered  by  INA.  The  total  amount  of  a  schol¬ 
arship  will  not  exceed  $300.00. 

9.  The  awardee(s)  will  be  notified  of  his/her  selection  in  writing  within  10 
days  of  selection  by  the  chairperson  of  the  INA  scholarship  committee.
